THE AUTUMN DINNER. 


Tue seventh annual Council Dinner was held in Edward 
VIE Rooms, Hotel Victoria, London, on Wednesday, 
October 17th. The Chairman of Council, Dr. H. B. 
BrackENBURY, who was supported by all the central officers 
of the Association, presided over a large and distinguished 
company.

The Retiring President.” 

The Cuarrman, in proposing the health of Sir Robert 
Philip, said: The custom at this autumn dinner is to 
entertain those of our officers who are retiring or have 
just retired. Before I come to Sir Robert Philip I should 
like to refer to two other officers, in a different sense of 
the word, whom we are about to lose. By reason of the 
passage of years and of the fact that there is no end to 
the making of books, we are having to make changes in 
connexion with our library, and this will result in the 
retirement in a few months’ time of our present librarian, 
and also in our honorary librarian relinquishing his office, 
for which there is no longer any need. Mr. Spencer 
Honeyman has been in the service of the Association as 
assistant librarian and librarian for forty-one years. 
(Applause.) He has been with us ever since the library 
started. His father and his grandfather also did good 
work for the Association in earlier years in connexion with 
the binding of books and the publishing of the Journal. 
For three-quarters of a century the Honeyman family have 
been actively associated with our work, and we do wish 
to testify to the debt we owe to Mr. Spencer Honeyman 
and those who went before him. (Applause.) Similarly, 
with regard to Mr. Walter Spencer, who has acted—of 
course for a much shorter period of time—as our honorary 
librarian. Those of you who know how uncomfortable it 
is to move even a relatively small library from one house 
to another will realize what a formidable task it was to 
superintend the removal of our library from the Strand to 
Tavistock Square. That is only one of the services for 
which we are indebted to Mr. Spencer, and we should not 
like his occupancy of the office to cease without expressing 
our grateful thanks to him. (Applause.) 

I come now to the retiring President. When the 
President-Elect first makes his appearance in our counsels 
it is, generally speaking, only a small number of members 
who are acquainted with him at all intimately. But from 
the moment of the entrance of Sir Robert Philip upon 
our executive we were struck by the dignity cf his presence, 
the charm of his manner, the wisdom of his counsel, and 
the fascination of his oratory. A connexion which began 
in admiration continued in growing esteem, and is ending 
in a real affection—an affection which, I am sure, will be 
as enduring as it is sincere. (Applause.) It has been a 
delight to us, as well as a great advantage, to have Sir 
Robert Philip actively participating in the work of the 
Association. We hope there may yet be many opportunities 
for his help to be forthcoming, for we believe that in his 
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ease, as in the case of all those men who have honoured 
us by becoming our Presidents, an increasing acquaint- 
ance with the Association and its work has led to an 
increasing interest in all its concerns. So in this instance, 
as in others, gratitude looks to the future as well as to 
the past, and in the case of Sir Robert Philip we all hope 
that that future may bring for him everything that he 
could desire. 

Sir Ropert who was received with loud applause, 
and acelaimed in song as a “ jolly good fellow,’ said: 
IT am greatly touched, Sir, by the generosity of your words 
and by the graceful response of this brilliant company. 
Your proposal of this toast has been to me a further 
illustration of your superlative genius in handling a. small, 
even a dull subject, and comuiending it to the sympathetic 
attention of those around you. Allow me, in thanking you 
all for this much too kind reception, to extend my appre- 
ciation and gratitude further afield. I desire to take 
the opportunity of thanking the whole Association for 
their extreme kindness in having asked me to occupy this 
honourable chair, which has been filled by men far worthier 
than myself to occupy it, also for endless expressions of 
good will during my tenure of office, when old friendships 
have been cemented and new friendships formed. I am 
most anxious to thank the Council and the Representative 
Body for numberless kindnesses which it is impossible for 
me to describe to-night, and especially to thank those of 
the ‘* inner cabinet ’—you, Sir, as Chairman of Council, 
Sir Robert Bolam, your predecessor, Dr. Hawthorne, the 
Chairman of the Representative Body, Mr. Bishop Harman, 
the Treasurer, Dr. Cox, the Medical Secretary, and Dr. 
Horter, the Editor—who have in endless ways helped, 
stimulated, and encouraged me. 

The President’s chair is a high and exalted one, dignified 
by the occupancy of many distinguished men, but it is 
made wonderfully easy, for on either side there is the 
Past-President, who suggests memory, and the President- 
Elect, who suggests activity, and when I have been failing 
im recollection or in energy one or other of these 
lieutenants has come to take my place. 

The British Medical Association is a great organization. 
A hundred years ago it was simply a concept within the 
brain cells of a young man, Charles Hastings—a man who 
had the advantage of having worked in Edinburgh, at a 
time, moreover, when the literary position of Edinburgh 
was at its greatest. Hastings, strolling along Princes 
Street, must have met Walter Scott and all the brilliant 
coterie of the Scottish capital at about the time of 
Waterloo and shortly afterwards. Can you suppose that 
under influences like that, and also under the influence 
of the Royal Medical Society—one of the oldest chartered 
medical societies in the country—Hastings would not 
become inoculated with the idea which later on he 
developed to such purpose? Hastings returned, an Edin- 
burgh graduate, to his city of Worcester, and there, 
ninety-seven years ago, in the month of May, he called 
a meeting in the board-room of the infirmary, lent for the 
purpose, of some fifty medical men in the vicinity. He 
said, ‘“‘ We have got to act. We have got to pull the 
doctors together. We have got to realize something like 
a community of sentiment and outlook.’? Within six 
months—I think I am right in saying—there was founded 
the Provincial Medical and Surgical Association—a local 
body—which blossomed in time into the British Medical 
Association, a great national body, with Branches and 
Divisions all over the country. This has now become, 
thanks largely to the energy of such men as Victor 
Horsley in the past, and now especially of our friend 
Dr. Cox, a great imperial Association. I am told on high 
authority that some Branches of the Association in the 
Dominions are more lusty, energetic, and effective in their 
locality—pace those who belong to them—than some of the 
Branches at home. Further, by the recent vote of the 
Representative Body, we have become international, linked 
with corresponding bodies in foreign countries. 

Think of the progress in material terms. A hundred 
years ago there were no members; we have now a member- 
ship of between 34,000 and 35,000. A hundred years ago 
we had not a penny in our pockets; now I am assured 
that we have funds which, with all due writing down, 


amount to something like a quarter of a million. We 
had then no income; now we have something like £80,000 
in annual revenue. When the Association started it had 
to meet in a lent board-room; fifty years ago it had one 
or two rooms off a printing office. Now you can hardly 
get round Tavistock Square, where a marvellous group of 
buildings is rising. The buildings of the Association were 
already seen in their beauty when His Majesty was good 
enough to open them, but they are now being enlarged as 
the palatial home of this institution. Not only that, but 
you have taken two houses in Drumsheugh Gardens, 
Sdinburgh—I have little doubt, with a sense of gratitude 
to Sir Charles Hastings—and have transformed them into 
the Scottish House of the Association. 

But I must remind you that Charles Hastings did not 
seek material advantage; he had a spiritual inspiration, 
He started with the idea of bringing men together for the 
diffusion of learning, for the increase of medical knowledge, 
and for the promotion of good harmony and the mainten- 
ance of the respectability and honour of the profession. It 
is said sometimes that we are a trade union. 1 accept the 
challenge, and as a successor of Hastings I regard it as 
a compliment. We are a union of highly trained medical 
men, whose lives are dedicated to the service of their 
fellows, to the relief of suffering, and the prevention of 
disease. We will brook no interference from outside in 
a way that would prevent the true development of those 
aspirations. We claim that the highest level of training 
and preparation for this great work should be required. 
And if we also claim sometimes that the labourer is worthy 
of his hire and that the hire should be worthy of the 
labourer, we are simply placing a man in his just position. 
I for one cannot see that a man whose life is devoted to 
the preservation of the lives of others should he rated in 
respect to material emoluments—whether his work be public 
or private—helow the man who is concerned tor the con- 
servation of property. But as my ‘‘ swan song ”’ let me say 
that so long as you and I preserve in our minds the broad 
concept formed a hundred years ago by Hastings, of a bond 
which in Fascist-like fashion will keep us dedicated to the 
service of our fellows, seeking the enlargement of ou 
knowledge, the advancement of our science, and the mainten- 
ance of the honour of our profession, this great Association 
will always go from strength to strength. (Applause.) 


“The Common Health.” 

Mr. N. Bisnop Harman, F.R.C.S., in proposing this 
toast, which, he said, was the most compreheasive that 
could be imagined, embodying almost every other, went on: 
It is a great toast by reason of its simplicity. In_ those 
two words ‘‘ common health’? are summed up every sort 
of satisfaction that ‘you could desire for your friends. I 
bid you note how significant this toast is when drunk by 
a company of medical men and women. The aspirations of 
our profession have ever been for the common health. It 
is fair to ask, Are those aspirations realized? Those of 
you who heard the Hastings Lecture given by the Chief 
Medical Officer of the Ministry of Health and Board of 
Education last spring will remember the contrast he drew 
between the state of the health of the community a hundred 
years ago and now. There was no more striking picture 
ever drawn. It is not a century which divides us from that 
time; it is a millennium. We can come nearer home and 
think of the changes we ourselves have seen. Recently | 
was sitting at a little dinner party where half a dozen 
friends were meeting, and one of them was girding at the 
medical profession and scoffing at the slow advance of the 
healing art. I told them that it was true that as things 
advance there must be a slowing of the advance, just as It 
is so difficult to get the extra mile an hour out of your cat) 
but knowing each of these disgruntled ones I was able to 
bring them to their senses by telling them that if their 
lot had been cast half a century earlier, or in some of thelf 
cases thirty or twenty years ago, they would not have 
reached their present age: each of them would have di 
a miserable death for lack of surgical assistance ! 

When I see at this table the President of the Board of 
Education 1 cannot but recall some of the most pleasamt 
days of my own professional existence in the schools of this 


great city. Twenty-five years ago or thereabouts curious 
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doctors here and there were investigating sub rosa the 
conditions in the schools. Then the State determined to 
take a hand in the schools, not only by way of education in 
head knowledge, but education in health. The change that 
has been brought about is marvellous. When I first went 
down to those schools | remember a headmistress positively 
driving me out; she refused to let me come into her class- 
room, and only came to a grumbling sense of her responsi- 
bilities when I asked her to put her refusal in writing. 
Now the medical officer is received with affection—indeed, 
too much is expected of him. I do not mean to lay stress 
upon such evident advantages as the removal of tonsils 
and adenoids, the extinction of ringworm, and the im- 
provement of vision. These are all good things, but I can 
think of a much larger conception of the work done in 
the schools. We train up generation after generation of 
children, knowing full well that if we train up a child 
in the way he should go, when he is old he will not depart 
from it. It is inevitable, however, that there should be 
some disadvantages in health education. The demand for 
instruction in common health has produced an immense 
supply of instructors, and the combination of advice that 
the lavman receives from self-appointed instructors must 
be seriously distressing. ... This Association has given 
attention to instruction. For years past a Popular Lecture 
has been delivered at its Annual Meeting. Recently it 
instituted the Sir Charles Hastings Lecture in London, and 
more recently still it has ventured into the journalistic 
world, showing that in that medium also instruction can 
be given in a simple, sane way, and without self-advertise- 
ment. I believe that that effort is destined to be fruitful. 
But we aim not so much at giving direct instruction as 
at exemplifying and recommending the virtues of the 
common health. I believe that the public are beginning 
to realize the truth of the old view that it is good for a 
man to eat and to drink and to do that which he likes so 
long as he finds he can go on liking it. That is the acme 
of wisdom surely in these matters. (Applause.) 

Lord Evstace Percy said: In replying to this toast a 
member of the Government might be supposed to have his 
mind full of a number of very serious problems relating to 
the common health. There are such probléms, serious alike 
from the point of view of the administrator and of the 
medical profession. Yet—Il am afraid it is the fault of 
your hospitality--L feel not inclined to talk ef problems 
av all, but far more to rejoice in the extraordinary progress 
made, even within the last twenty years. The sanitary 
service, for example, is hardly more than fifty years old 
in its present form, while the growth of institutional treat- 
ment to anything like its present range, and the origin 
of the school medical service and of medical service under 
the National Health Insurance Acts, are all still more 
recent. When we consider only the growth of these 
services, the “extraordinary efficiency they have attained 
to-day, and the fact that they have not yet reached the 
point of static organization, | think we have every reason 
to feel the greatest pride for the achievements of the past 
and the greatest hope for the future. Certainly in the 
small part of the field with which I am directly concerned 
[have been immensely struck by the way in which school 
health is constantly developing in new ways. During the 
last two or three years there has been quite a new develop- 
ment of the movement towards what may roughly be called 
open-air schools, not merely for delicate children, but for 
all children, Another good sign is the steady development 
of physical training for all children, and, closely allied with 
this, of organized games. These are developments which 
are gaining force every year in this country, and will 
contribute perhaps more than anything else to the health of 
the children. Meanwhile the ordinary routine work of the 
school medical service is proceeding. During the last three 
or four years the number of children examined medically, 
through the completion of the system of medical inspection, 
has increased by something like 50 per cent., and when you 
combine with that increase in the routine organization the 
hew developments of which T have just spoken there is 
every occasion to be proud. 

Many problems, of course, remain. Mr. Bishop Harman 
has touched upon the question of health education. It is 
always one of the most difficult of questions, how far you 


can teach hygiene by direct instruction. I remember that 
in the days of my youth—computed medically some distance 
away—I was brought up by an American dentist, one of 
the finest old men I ever knew, who taught me to perform 
various exercises with my fingers in my mouth in the hope 
of expanding the natural cavity so as better to accom- 
modate the number of teeth with which nature had endowed 
me! Those exercises, laborious and quite ineffective, have 
now been replaced by mechanical means. It is perhaps true 
that health in the schools is likely to be aided and pro- 
moted by physical training and organized games. rather 
than by formal instruction. However that may be, our 
health services in every part are growing in strength and 
efficiency. I do not want to touch on any controversial 
subject, but I do think that the reorganization of the health 
services in the country—the unification of the services at 
present administered by health and by Poor Law autho- 
rities—is likely to give a greatly increased impetus to the 
public health service. I believe it opens up a new vista 
for the better and more efficient employment of public 
money and concentration of the services of the medical 
profession on the prevention and cure of disease 

I am, however, conscious of one thing. While we can 
ccngratulate ourselves on this great and growing expansion 
and improvement in public health, we know that it has been 
purchased, perhaps, at the cost of greater strain on the part 
of the medical profession, whose members share least of all 
in the benefits of the common health. Quite frankly, and 
without flattery, [ have never been able to understand how 
human beings can endure, year in and year cut, such 
physical strain as that to which the medical profession is 
exposed (though I grant you that around these tables I do 
not see many evidences that it is wearing them out). -But 
1 was thinking, while Sir Robert Philip was speaking of 
Edinburgh, of one of the most pathetic writings of an 
Edinburgh doctor—Dr. John Brown--who in Horae 
Subsecivae describes his father as saying’just before his 
death: ‘‘ 1 have worn myself out in a service which God 
never required of me and for which man will never thank 
me.”? That, in moments of depression, must be what 
doctors often feel. But when they consider what has been 
wrought in the prevention of sickness, and how enormous 
has been the progress during the last few years in the 
directions I have mentioned, they can justly feel that a 
future generation will indeed thank them for the work 
they have performed. (Applause.) 


The Guests.” 

The Presipent (Sir Ewen Maclean) in proposing the 
health of the guests said: If it bé true of the Association 
as it is held to be true of men that they are known by the 
company they keep, we can claim to-night. that our stock— - 
social, scientific, and political—is high. You, Sir, have 
referred to the chief guest, Sir Robert Philip, but I should 
like to interpose here my own expression of gratitude to him 
for the graciousness of manner and the sympathetic help- 
fulness which distinguished him when I took over the 
Presidency at Cardiff. We are honoured by the presence 
of His Majesty’s Ministers, to one of whom we have just 
listened, and the other, Sir Boyd Merriman, we have still 
to hear. Sir Boyd has a link with us because his ancestors 
have been members of our profession, and we may well fee! 
that the high marks of distinction which are upon him are 
due, in patt at least, to his medical ancestry. We have 
alse our old friends Mr. Brock and Mr. Vivian, with 
both of whom we had relations in the earlier days of the 
Insurance Act. Mr. Brock developed a capacity for appre- 
ciating the psychology of the medical profession, while 
Mr. Vivian, the Registrar-General, knows probably more 
about us individually than any man in an official position. 
The corporations, ancient and modern, are represented 
here to-night, the Royal Colleges of Physicians of London 
and of Edinburgh by their Presidents, as well as various 
medical and kindred societies. We have also a number of 
Members of Parliament among guests, together with 
Sir Philip Magnus, who, although no longer a member of 
Parliament, was for many years our outstanding friend 
in the House of Commons. Another guest whom we are 
delighted to see again is the Lord Mayor of Cardiff, whose 
services to me and my colleagues preceding and during the 
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Annual Meeting there I can never sufficiently praise. I 
couple with the toast the names of Sir Boyd Merriman 
and that “‘ right reverend father in medicine,” Sir Thomas 
Barlow. 

Sir Bory Merrman, K.C., M.P. (Solicitor-General), in 
his reply, said: It is an honour to respond for such a 
distinguished gathering of guests. Sir Ewen Maclean has 
been so kind as to refer to my medical forebears. It is true 
that if I had followed the family tradition I ought to have 
been one of the authors of this excellent ‘‘ prescription ”’ 
which you have set before us this evening, and not one 
of the ‘ patients.”” I have at this moment on my finger a 
ring bearing a motto adopted by an eighteenth century 
medical ancestor of mine after he had attended his ten 
thousandth confinement—which even in those days, when 
families were larger than they are now, was pretty ‘‘ good 
going ”’ for a general practitioner. There is, I am proud 
to say, one prescription written by my own grandfather 
which will last as long as English literature. Those of 
you who know Mrs. Gaskell will remember in an early 
chapter cf Wives and Daughters the prescription which 
Dr. Gibson wrote for the pupil who was a little too 
forward in his attentions to Mollie Gibson. My grand- 
father practised in the Cheshire town which was Mrs. 
Gaskell’s ‘“‘ Cranford ’’?; he was a friend of Mrs. Gaskell, 
and, unless tradition is a lying jade, he wrote that 
prescription for her. But whether it be from family asso- 
ciation, or from the fellow-feeling created by membership 
of a sister ‘‘ trade union,’’ or simply the personal gratitude 
of a patient towards his doctors, on this eve of St. Luke 
[ take off my hat to the British Medical Association and 
everything that it stands for, and in my own name and 
that of my fellow guests I thank you most heartily for 
your very generous hospitality. (Applause.) 


Sir THomas Bartow, who also responded, said: For some - 


few years past your Association has increased materially 
the generous help which it has given to our Royal Medical 
Benevolent Fund, not only by garnering for us numerous 
subscriptions from medical men, but by keeping alive the 
interest of our confreres in their poorer brethren and their 
necessitous families. We thank you on behalf of the Fund 
for your goodness, and we wish to say that amongst all 
your activities there is nothing more admirable than the 
Charities Committee which you have lately founded and 
which directs and administers the funds in a most excellent 
manner. Every intelligent person must be struck by the 
enormous strides which the British Medical Association has 
made, as described by Sir Robert Philip just now, and 
I cannot doubt that in time to come, in its comprehensive 
activities, the Association will go a very long way indeed. 
But I thank you for not forgetting, amid your innumerable 
labours, to press forward the duty of charity on behalf of 
our poorer fellows. (Applause.) 


The Chairman.” 

__ The health of the Chairman was proposed by Dr. J. W. 
Bone, who made play with the manner in which medical 
men spent their leisure. The hobby of one of his old 
teachers was to dissect whales; another medical man 
devoted himself to breeding zebras; a past Chairman of 
Council devoted his spare time. to building construction; 
an old member of Council to the collection of what he called 
“‘ verbiage ’’ ; while the Medical Secretary was trying, as'a 
light relief from his other pursuits, to make the centre of 
medical politics somewhere in the neighbourhood of Geneva. 
Even the Council now had its hobby—lay journalism. But 
Dr. Brackenbury’s hobby was the collection of chairman- 
ships, and during his public life of thirty years he had 
made a most admirable collection. In the educational 
world his final reward was the presidency of the Association 
of Education Committees; in the municipal world he had 
risen to aldermanic and even mayoral dignity, and in 
medical politics he now held the blue ribbon of chairman- 
ships—that of the Association Council. 

Dr. Brackensury said only a few words in response. He 
‘had not thought of his membership of innumerable com- 
mittees or of his chairmanships exactly as a hobby, but 
these enterprises did partake at any rate of one of the 
features of a hobby in that they brought one into contact 
with a great number of kind friends—a fact of which he 
was reminded on every such occasion as the present.

Dr. J. Patrick, Dr. R. C. Peacocke, Dr. W. Watkins-Pitchford, 
Dr. J. R. Prytherch, Dr. F. Radcliffe, Dr. E. H. Snell, Mr. H. 8. 
Souttar, Dr. E. A. Starling, Dr. John Stevens, Lieut.-Colonel 
Ashton Street, Dr. W. E. Thomas, Dr. G. Clark Trotter, Mr. 
E. B. Turner, Sir Jenner Verrall, Dr. J. F. Walker, Sir Malcolm 
Watson, and Sir William I. de Courcy Wheeler. 

Apologies for absence were received from Dr. G. F. Buchan, 
Dr. H. G. Dain, Mr. T. P. Dunhill, Dr. R. Wallace Henry, Dr. 
R. Langdon-Down, Dr. N. P. L. Lumb, Mr. A. W. Nuthall, Group 
Captain N. J. Roche, and Dr. Denis Walshe. 


Preliminary Business, 

It was agreed that as the Representative Body had abandoned 
the single transferable vote in favour of the simple majority 
vote, the Council should also adopt the latter method in con- 
nexion with elections to its body and the election of its 
chairman. 

The Council by acclamation agreed to recommend to the 
Representative Body that Sir Robert Philip be elected a vice- 
president as a recognition of his services during his presidential 
year. The Chairman said that there would be an opportunity 
later in the day, at the Autumn Dinner, to testify the general 
regard for Sir Robert Philip. 

A report by Dr. G. I. Strachan on the organization of the 
Annual Meeting at Cardiff was presented, and the Chairman 
expressed the thanks of the Council for an admirable report 
and one which would be of great value in connexion with 
future meetings. The grateful thanks of the Association were 
also expressed to all who had contributed to the success of 
Cardiff, 1928.” 

A letter was read from Dr. W. Harvey Smith, the President- 
Elect for the Winnipeg meeting, stating that the medical 
profession of Canada, and of Manitoba especially, were 
looking forward with keen anticipation to the pleasure of meet- 
ing and entertaining the members of the British Medical Asso- 
ciation in 1920. The writer had just returned from attending 
the annual meeting of the Canadian Medical Association at 
Charlottetown, and on every side he had found manifestations 
of great interest in the forthcoming event. A letter was also 
read from the mayor of Eastbourne to say how gratified the 
town council was that the Association had accepted the invita- 
tion to visit’Eastbourne in 1931. 

Mr. Sampson Handley was appointed official delegate to the 
annual meeting of the New Zealand Branch, to be held at 
Wellington in February, 1929. 

The Council resumed consideration of the offer made by the 
Treasurer to provide a processional staff, which could be used 
on occasions, such as the church procession at the Annual Meet 
ing, when the Association was acting in a corporate capacity. 
Mr. Bishop Harman explained that what he had in mind was 
that the staff should be a suitable replica of the serpent and 
staff which at present surmounts the Gates of Honour at the 
Association House. He was aware that the Representative 
Body had decided against a mace, but that had a different’ 
significance from that of a staff. Dr. Clark Trotter said that 
there had been a proposal to have a coat of arms for the Asso- 
ciation, but this had been turned down; the Treasurer’s very 
gracious offer might make it a suitable moment to revive that 
proposal. Sir Jenner Verrall was also in favour of the posses 
sion by the Association of an appropriate coat of arms. Mr. 
McAdam Eccles proposed that this very generous offer of the 
Treasurer be accepted, with the thanks of the Council, and that 
the details be left for subsequent discussion. This was agreed 
to, the thanks of the Council being signified by acclamation. 
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Annual Meeting, Manchester, 1929. 

The Council considered and approved, with some minor 
modifications, the report of the Arrangements Committee 
dealing with the number and personnel of the Sections at the 
Manchester meeting, together with other details respecting 
that meeting. 


Procedure of the Representative Meeting. 

Dr. Hawthorne, as chairman of the Agenda Committee, sub- 
mitted a report, as desired at the last meeting of Council, on 
a proposal by Sir Robert Bolam that the Annual Representative 
Meeting should be prolonged for one day in order to avoid 
the hurry at the close of the meeting, which was so noticeable 
at Cardiff. The Committee was in favour of another scheme 
which. while keeping the meeting within four days, would allow 
more time for discussion. Dr. Hawthorne said, however, that 
the hurried proceedings at the close of the last Representative 
Meeting were not peculiar to that meeting as compared with 
other debating bodies, nor to the meeting of 1928, as compared 
with former meetings of the Representative Body itself. The 
alternative proposed by the Committee was the more effectual 
utilization of the time available. It was proposed to start 
every morning at 9.30 instead of, as hitherto, 9.30 on one 
morning and 10 on the other mornings; also to reassemble, 
if necessary, after dinner from 8 o’clock till 10, and, again if 
necessary, to return for completion of the business after the 
church service on the Tuesday. Punctuality at the opening cf 
the sessions, and on resumption after adjournments, would, as 
far as possible, be enforced, and certain formal business, which 
now took up a good deal of time, especially on the opening 
day, would be compressed. These measures, it was hoped, 
would avoid the expense and annoyance of an additional day’s 
meeting. 

Dr. Fothergill pressed for certain further economies of time, 
but the resolutions which he moved failed to secure acceptance. 
Motions to abolish the tea interval, and also to have the Annual 
General Meeting (the statutory business meeting) just before the 
President's Address on the Tuesday evening. instead of on the 
Tuesday afternoon, were lost, and motions to arrange for the 
opening of the Exhibition on Monday evening instead of on 
Tuesday morning, and to defer the church service from Tuesday 
afternoon to Thursday morning, found no seconder. 

Dr. Morton Mackenzie, who was by no means convinced that 
any alteration of hours was necessary, objected to a proposal 
by the Committee to hold the meeting of Council, which usually 
took place on Monday morning, on the Saturday evening after 
the close of the Representative Meeting. 

This proposal with regard to the Council meeting was lost 
by-a narrow majority, so that the Council will meet at 9 on the 
Monday morning, although the Representative Meeting is timed 
to begin at 9.30. An amendment to make the opening hour 
10 a.m., instead of 9.30, at all events on the first day of the 
meeting, was negatived. 


Journal and Finance Committees. 

A long discussion took place on the respective functions 
of the Journal and Finance Committees. Sir Robert Bolam, 
chairman of the Journal Committee, said that the Com- 
mittee was of opinion that it should be responsible to the 
Council for advising upon expenditure in connexion with the 
publications of the Association, subject always to the provision 
that the Finance Committee should certify the accounts prior 
to their presentation to the Council and should advise as to the 
financial bearings of proposals involving special expenditure 
and as to the financial position of the Association. The 
Organization Committee héld that this view was not incon- 
sistent with the definition of the duties and powers of the two 
Committees as defined in the schedule to the by-laws. Mr. 
Bishop Harman considered, on the other hand, that it was 
unnecessary to place on record, as Sir Robert Bolam had _pro- 
posed. any such amplification of the terms of reference given 
m the schedule to the by-laws. If this was judged to be 
necessary then the Council, in noting the opinion of the Journal 
Committee, ought to recognize that that Committee should 
acquaint itself with the expenditure involved in the publications 
for which it was responsible and submit any relevant recom- 
mendations to the Council, provided always that such recom- 
mendations had first been intimated to the Finance Committee, 
Which had the duty of advising the Council on their financial 
bearing. 


Sir Robert Bolam considered that the Journal Committee 


should be allowed to manage its own particular task in a 
businesslike manner. -As to the Finance Committee, he depre- 
cated any idea that its function was merely to save expenditure : 
rather it was to keep an eye on all special expenditure and to 
balance such expenditure with due regard to the needs and 
development of the Association as a whole. Mr, Harman replied 
that the Journal Committee seemed likely to be, on this reading 
of its reference, a board of directors managing a -business 
concern representing something like £50,000 a year—in fact, to 
become a new Finance Committee of extraordinary executive 
power, subject only to the direction of the Council at its 
occasional meetings. He opposed the removal from the Finance 
Committee of one of its principal administrative responsibilities. 
Dr. Hawthorne, in supporting Mr. Harman, held that if the 
special department of finance connected with the Journal were 
removed from the Finance to the Journal Committee it would 
mean its withdrawal from the critical examination of members 
representing the Representative Body, who were directly elected 
on to the Finance Committee but not in the same degree on to 
the other Committees. 

After some further discussion certain amendments, of which 
Mr. Bishop Harman had given notice, were negatived. Mr. 
Harman signified his intention to ventilate the matter at the 
Representative Meeting. 


The Association Buildings. . 

Dr. Miller, chairman of the Scottish Committee, gave some 
account of the extensions of the Scottish House, and explained 
the need for certain additional expenditure, which the Council 
after some debate approved. 

Sir Robert Bolam, reporting for the Building Committee, 
referred to the reconstruction of the Hastings Hall at Head- 
quarters, whereby this lofty apartment is being divided hori- 
zontally, the lower part to be a library store, and the upper part 
a committee room, or possibly the reading room of the Library. 

It was agreed to defer until the December meeting the 
question of the use to be made of the upper portion. 

Sir Robert Bolam further said with regard to the building 
operations now proceeding in Tavistock Square that, thanks 
largely to the fine weather, these had progressed more quickly 
than was anticipated. 


Institutes Providing Physical and Electrical Treatment. 

On the report of the Central Ethical Committee, Dr. Lyndon, 
the chairman, brought forward the specific case of a company 
—a commercial undertaking—which had taken over certain 
clinics and had established others to provide violet-ray and 
other forms of light and electrical treatment. Certain corre- 
spondence had taken place between the Medical Department cf 
the Association and the medical adviser to the company, who 
had been anxious to ascertain what opinion the Council might 
hold with regard to such a venture. Questions were asked of 
the company regarding the control of the clinics, the rules 
governing the acceptance of patients, and the question of adver- 
tising in the lay press. The company, in its reply, stated its 
desire “ to confine its advertisements so far as possible to the 
medical press, and by means of letters and brochures addressed 
to the medical profession ’’; also that each centre would he 
under the whole-time control of a qualified and registered 
medical man. It was further pointed out by the company that 
for many years advertisements of institutions—hydropathic and 
otherwise—had appeared in the lay press, but this company 
would be careful to follow the rule in any such advertising not 
to allow the names of the medical staff to be displayed in the 
advertisements. Dr. Lyndon added that this whole subject 
had been a source of considerable anxiety to the Central Ethical 


Committee for some time past. It had arrived, after a long 


discussion, and by a majority, at the following recommenda- 
tions, which, however, had no necessary. relation to the concern 
of which he had just been speaking : 


(a) That the Council recognizes that certain forms of physical 
and electrical treatment can be economically and conveniently 
supplied by institutes or organizations which are founded by lay- 
men and ethers on a commercial basis. J 

(6) That the Council, takes no exception to the association of 
registered medical practitioners with such institutes or organiza- 
tions provided : 

(i) That the treatment given thereat is under the direct 
control of a registered medical practitioner who accepts full 
responsibility for the treatment of each patient; and 

(ii) That they are not advertised, either in the medical or 
lay press, in any way which the Council deems to be improper. 

(c) That in the opinion of the Council it is desirable that each 

atient on his first attendance at the institute should bring an 
introduction from his medical attendant. 
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He reminded the Council of its report to the Annual Repre- 
sentative Meeting of 1924, in which it was stated that in any 
policy formulated by the Association regard must be had to the 
custom of nursing homes, sanateriums, and hydropathic institu- 
tions of advertising in the lay press—a custom of long standing 
—but felt that the practice was one which should not be 
extended. His Committee, however, could not see how any 
distinction of principle could be made between institutes or 
clinics of the kind now under discussion and hydropathic 
establishments. 

Dr. Hawthorne declared himself out of sympathy with the 
proposals as a whole, but to agree to the first recomméndation 
in particular would be to run the risk of its being detached from 
the others and quoted as the view of the Association. 

It was agreed to run the first and second recommendations 
together so that they would read : ‘“‘ That the Council, recog- 
nizing that . . . takes no exception,”’ etc. 

Dr. Hudson hoped that the Council would look into this 
question very carefully... There was a good deal of difference 
between hydropathic establishments or sanatoriums, which had 
been advertising in the lay press, and these other institutions 
for providing physical and electrical treatment; these latter 
were in competition with the private practitioner in a way that 
the former could not be said to be, and the private practitioner 
was not allowed, as they were, to advertise. He wished the 
attention of the whole profession could be drawn to the leading 
article in the British Medical Journal of the previous week 
(October 13th, p. 661). 

The Chairman said that it was necessary to decide future 
policy. There was no doubt that this kind of thing was going 
to be provided under lay auspices for the public to a large 
extent. Was it possible to apply one set of ethical principles 
to one set of institutions (hydropathics, etc.) and a different 
set to another kind of institution? The Association itself 
through its Journal advertised a number of institutions of the 
former kind, which also advertised themselves in the lay press. 

Dr. Hawthorne moved that the report be sent back to the 
Ethical Committee for further consideration. He did so, in the 
first place, because no clear line of distinction was drawn in 
the report between three separate and distinct issues. The first 
question was as to the attitude of the Council to this particular 
organization concerning which the whole matter had arisen. 
Here he produced what he called a somewhat glaring circular 
sent out widely by this company throughout the country ; this 
contained a number of testimonials from, among others, members 
of Parliament. One statement in it appeared to be at variance 
with the assurance given as to the conduct of the business of 
the company in a letter to the Medical Secretary. He thought 
that the Association could not have any dealings with this 
particular concern. The second question was whether medical 
practitioners, who now or in the future were associated 
with such enterprises, were to be subject to any form of penal 
proceedings. The third question raised an entirely new issue— 
namely, what advice should be given to such concerns when they 
asked for the opinion of the Association. It was one thing to 
tolerate a certain procedure, and another thing to recommend 
and support it. The Association was asked to give advice as 
to how these establishments should be conducted. What he 
would like the Central Ethical Committee to do was to draw 
up a model scheme, which could be placed before anybody 
making an inquiry of this kind. If a concrete example was 
wanted, that of the Radium Institute might be mentioned. 
How had the Radium Institute arrived at its present position ? 
By following strictly the principle of not advertising for patients 
and of not receiving patients unless they had been sent by the 
profession. 

Dr. Hudson seconded Dr. Hawthorne’s motion to refer the 
report back. 

Dr. Armstrong said that they all knew from experience and 
from such articles as appeared in the Journal for the previous 
week (October 13th, pp. 642 and 644) that ultra-violet rays 
could do harm as well as good. The employment of these rays 
was still in the experimental stage, and he maintained that the 
use of such an agent was so responsible that it ouglit to be 
in the hands of qualified medical men only. © ; 

Mr. Bishop Harman was not sure that to refer this back was 
the best way of dealing with the matter, though he dissented 
from the recommendations. He thought there was no real com- 
parison between hydropathic establishments and such institutes 
as were here under. review. _ The hydropathic establishment was 


more a hotel than snything else, whereas these institutes wer 
devoted to one particular form of treatment. 

Dr. Peter Macdonald said that it was all very well to sub. 
scribe to the ideals put forward by Dr. Hawthorne, but 
facts had to be faced. There was going to be an expansion 
of the public supply of these forms of treatment upon ay 
economic basis which people generally could afford. This couid 
be best done if it was done on a big scale, which meant a com 
mercial venture. He was not defending the advertisement pro 
duced, but he wanted to know clearly what was to be the 
position, especially with regard to medical men who accepted 
posts in such concerns. 

Sir Robert Bolam remarked that if there had been any great 
difficulty experienced by the community in obtaining the services 
which were set out in these pamphlets there might be some 
reason for the treatment of this proposition in the way Dr, 
Macdonald had just suggested; but this company proposed, not 
to go into areas where such services were difficult to obtain, 
but to set up clinics in populous centres where medical men were 
already giving this form of treatment. In all the big centres 
of population in this country there were facilities, at reasonable 
rates, for this treatment. There had been a boom in this treat 
ment, but the boom had already passed its peak. These insti 
tutes could. only continue their undertaking and make it 
remunerative by entering a field already covered by medical 
practitioners, either in their private work or in the hospitals. 
The British Medical Association had certain ethical powers, but 
there was another body which might have to take cognizance, 
and if a doctor in the service of an institute like this obtained 
patients by means of publicity in the lay press he rendered 
himself liable to this other jurisdiction. Such concerns were not 
on all fours with hydropathic establishments or sanatoriums; 
they were for treatment, and treatment alone. They proposed 
to advertise treatment to the lay public and invite patients 
to come of their own accord. No practitioner could do that 
without the risk ef being removed from the Legister. He 
thought that the Association should decline to advise these 
people at all as to their undertaking, and there was a good deal 
of warrant for referring to the Ethical Committee an instruction 
to consider the whole matter of advertising by bodies of this 
type as well as by nursing homes, sanatoriums, and the like. 

The Chairman pointed out that the recommendations before 
the Council had no reference whatever to the particular institute 
out of which the question arose. These recommendations sought 
to lay down a principle which the Council could follow. It 
was possible to adopt these recommendations, and at the same 
time condemn anything and everything in connexion with this 
company. He thought that the Council would get into grave 
difficulties if it simply turned down these recommendations. 

Dr. Fothergill said that the recommendations cutlined one 
or two principles only. He thought the whole subject should be 
taken into consideration. Dr. Lyndon urged that it was impor- 
tant to come to a definite resolution. Mr. Turner pointed out 
that the Council at the present moment, under the direction 
of the Representative Body, was doing all it could to prevent 
encroachments on private practice, and if there was one 
encroachment which was bad it was this. 

Dr. Lyndon then moved that in the light of this discussion, 
and on the information before it at the present moment, the 
Council was not prepared to depart from the policy already 
enunciated in the case of any particular institution, but referred 
the recommendations back to the Central Ethical Committee 


' for further consideration and report. 


This was agreed to and the discussion closed. 


Encroachments on Private Practice. 

Dr. Bone, chairman of the Private Practice Committee, pre- 
sented to the Council the first section of a draft interim report” 
which dealt with the possible encroachments on the sphere of 
private practice arising out of the activities of local autho- 
rities in connexion with school treatment centres and maternity 
and child welfare clinics. Dr. Bone said that this was 4 
lengthy document, and dealt with one aspect only of the 
Committee’s reference. He asked that general approval might _ 
be given to the report so that it could be sent down to the 
Divisions for discussion and possible amendment. When the 
Divisions had discussed it, it would come up for review by the 
Council in time for the next Annual Representative Meeting. 

Dr. Matthews suggested that when the report was sent down 
to the Divisions it might be edited a little so that the salient 
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points could be readily grasped. Dr. Macdonald hoped that the 
report by the Medical Secretary on the operation of maternity 
and child welfare centres would be printed in a permanent 
form. 

Dr. Flemming congratulated the Committee, and especially 
the Medical Secretary, on a very statesmanlike and practical 
document which deserved the careful consideration of the 
Divisions. 

Mr. Turner said that he thought it was to a certain extent 
following upon some remarks of his own at the Representative 
Meeting that the Committee was appointed, and therefore he 
might perhaps at this stage say a word. The idea was to 
combat the encroachments made upon private practice, but the 
Committee appeared to him to have cut the Gordian knot in the 
most effective ‘ashion by doing away with private practice 
altogether. 

The Chairman pointed out that every one of the recommenda- 
tions set out in the report was already contained in documents 
which had been approved by the Representative Body. _ 

It was agreed that the report, with some verbal emendations, 
should be ‘* approved for submission to the Divisions.” 


Noise in Relation to Health. 

Dr. Bone, for the Medico-Political Committee, asked for 
approval of the action of the Committee in requesting the 
Ministry of Health to receive a deputation from the ®@Associa- 
tion to urge that local authorities be encouraged to exercise 
the powers they already possessed: for suppression of unneces- 
sary noise, and that further powers be granted to enable the 
nuisance to be dealt with effectively. He also made some 
suggestions as to the personnel of the deputation, and sub- 
mitted a draft memorandum of evidence. It appeared that the 
Ministry had also promised to receive a deputation from the 
People’s League of Health on the same subject. Although it 
would have been preferable that the Association’s deputation 
should be received separately, the Minister’s time had to be 
considered, and therefore it was proposed that the deputations 
should join forces. The League deputation was entirely 
medical, and included some distinguished names. . 

Approval was given to the action of the Committee, and some 
discussion took place on the suggestions set out in the 
memorandum of evidence. 


Obituary Notices in the Journal. 

Dr. Watkins-Pitchford moved to ask the Journal Committee 
to arrange for the inclusion in all obituary notices appearing 
in the Journal of a statement as to the cause of death, excepting 
in cases in which, in the opinion of either the relatives or the 
Editor, the publication of such information was undesirable. 
He considered that the omission of such a statement from an 
obituary notice was surprising in a medical journal. Out of 
fifty such notices in the Journal only six indicated the nature 
of the last illness. Was this due to lack of information or to 
the unscientific spirit of the writers? In a technical journal of 
another kind—say, an engineering paper—it would be regarded 
as peculiar if the collapse of, say, a bridge were chronicled 
without any information as to the cause. In years to come 
when inquiry arose as to the cause of death of some distin- 
guished—or even of some obscure—members of the medical 
profession, it was only natural that reference should be made 
to such obituary notices for the information. 

Sir Robert Bolam accepted the motion as a request to the 
Jeurnal Committee to consider the matter. 


The Association Centenary. 

Dr. Christine Murrell, President of the Metropolitan Counties 
ranch, reported that at a meeting of the Branch Council 
® suggestion from Mr. Bishop Harman to hold the centenary 
meeting of the Association in London in 1932 was considered, 
and a resolution was passed unanimously inviting the Central 
Council to hold the meeting in London. She added that the 
resolution was carried, not only unanimously, but with 
enthusiasm. 

The Chairman said that the Council would desire to thank 
the Branch Council for the invitation, which would receive 
fensideration in due course. 


Other Business. 
On the report of the Science Committee .it was agreed to 
te a sum of £250 for the provision of British Medical 
tation Lectures up to July next. 


The Office Committee brought forward certain receommenda- 
tions (which were approved) with regard to the appointment of 
librarian, his duties, and the department to which he was 
responsible for administrative purposes. 

The Medico-Political Committee reported that it had con- 
sidered the position created by the resolution carried at the 
last Annual Representative Meeting with regard to contract 
rates for juvenile Oddfellows. The resolution was carried by 
a majority, but not by the necessary two-thirds majority to 
make it the policy.of the Association. .The Committee was of 
opinion that this precluded the Association from making any 
arrangements centrally for the treatment of juvenile Oddfellows 
at 8s. 8d. per head per year, as recommenged in the resolution, 
but allowed Divisions and Branches to make arrangements on 
the lines set out in the resolution without incurring censure. 

On a report by Dr. Bone that the procedure to be adopted 
by the Association as regards candidates at the next general 
election was being considered by the Parliamentary Sub- 
committee of the Medico-Political Committee, Dr. Le Fleming 
pointed out that there was another committee of the Associa- 
tion which was concerned with parliamentary elections, and it 
was very important that the work of the two bodies should be 
co-ordinated, and the Chairman of the Medico-Political Com- 
mittee undertook that due contact should be kept between the 
two Committees. é 

Sir Richard Luce, the new chairman of the Hospitals Com- 
mittee, submitted a model contributory scheme for hospital 
benefit which had been prepared by the Committee with a view 
to incorporating the fundamental principles enumerated by 
the Association. The scheme, after a verbal amendment, was 
approved. 

On the recommendation of the Organization Committee, the 
Chairman of Council was authorized to forward a suitable 
letter to fourteen honorary secretaries of Divisions or Branches 
who had just relinquished office, and whose services were 
censidered to be worthy of special recognition. 

The Puerperal Morbidity and Mortality Committee, with one 
or two changes in personnel, was reappointed, and, on the 
motion of Dr. Hawthorne, Dr. F. Temple Grey and Dr. D. 
Roxburgh were added to the Committee on Lunacy and Mental 
Disorder. 

Dr. Hawthorne moved to appoint a special committee to 
consider the procedure prescribed for determining what are 
‘* decisions of the Association ’’ on matters of policy. He said 
that it was sometimes difficult to determine whether a decision 
required the two-thirds majority ; one instance arose at the last 
Annual Representative Meeting, and it was felt that there 
ought to be some authority by. which the question could be 
tested. On Dr. Morton Mackenzie pointing out, however, that 
this matter came strictly within the ambit of the Organization 
Committee, Dr. Hawthorne changed his motion into an instruc- 
tion to the Organization Committee to appoint a special subcom- 
mittee to consider the subject, and this was agreed to. 

The reports of the Finance, Insurance Acts, and Public 
Health Committees were agreed to without discussion, and the 
Council, which had assembled at 10 a.m., rose at 5.45 p.m. 


CURRENT NOTES. 


Sir Charles Hastings Clinical Prize. 
Tae Sir Charles Hastings Clinical Prize, which includes 
an illuminated certificate and a money award of fifty 
guineas, is again open for competition. The following 
are the regulations governing the next award:

1. The prize is established by the Council of the British 
Medical Association for the promotion of systematic observation, 
research, and record in general practice; it includes a money 
award of the value of fifty guineas. 

2. Any member of the Association who is engaged in general 
practice is eligible to compete for the prize. 


3. The work submitted must include personal observations and , 


experiences collected by the candidate in general practice, and a 
high order of excellence will be required. If no essay entered 
is of sufficient merit no award will be made. 

4. Essays, or whatever form the candidate desires his work to 
take, must be sent to the British Medical Association House, 
London, W.C.1, not later than December 3lst, 1928, and the 
prize will be awarded at the Annual General Meeting of the 
Association to be held at Manchester in July, 1929, 
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5. No study or essay that has been published in the medical 
press or elsewhere will be considered eligible for the prize, and a 
contribution offered in one year cannot be accepted in any subse- 
quent year unless it includes evidence of further work. 

6. If any question arises in reference to the eligibility of the 
candidate or the admissibility of his essay, the decision of the 
Council on any such point shall be final. 

7. Each essay must be typewritten or printed, must be distin- 
guished by a motto, and must be accompanied by a sealed 
envelope marked with the same motto, and enclosing the candi- 
date’s name and address. : 

8. The writer of the essay to whom the prize is awarded may, 
on the initiative of the Science Committee, be requested to 
prepare a paper on the subject of his essay for publication in the 
British Medical Jourfal or for presentation to the appropriate 
Section of the Annual Meeting of the Association. 

9. Inquiries relative to the prize should be addressed to the 
Medical Secretary.

Dr. R. Lewrnwaite gave an account of recent work in the 
Institute for Medical Research on tropical typhus, Japanese river 
fever, and le _ ee and referred to the original researches 
conducted by Dr. letcher on these diseases in Malaya. 

An entertaining lecture by Mr. B. A. R. Gater embraced the 
whole field of medical entomology in Malaya, and revealed how 
little was known of many entomological problems, the elucidation 
of which would certainly prove of inestimable value to preventive 
medicine. Mr. Gater explained how necessary it was to rely on the 
help of district medical officers and others for the collection of 
material and for records on the habits of insect fauna, and made 
an earnest appeal for such assistance. . ; 

Dr. V, Auten, acting director of the Institute for Medical 
Research, briefly outlined the value and simplicity of the Kahn 
reaction in yaws; the test was subsequently demonstrated in the 
laboratory by Dr. C. R. Amres. - 
The meeting, which concluded shortly after noon, was held in 
the newly opened section of the Institute; a number of interesting 
exhibits were shown by Mr. Gater’in the Anti-malaria Bureau, 
which has recently moved to this centre for research from its 
former isolated situation in Bukit Nanas.

Dr. Bernarp Myers, in an address on ‘‘ The nervous child in our 
midst,’’ commented on the frequency with ‘which neurotic cases 
were encountered, and described the various types, adding that it 
was necessary to exclude any organic cause of the particular 
symptoms. ‘The influence of heredity and environment was stressed. 
Once a child became neurotic it would always be neurotic, but 
with self-control such patients could become extremely valuable 
citizens. Dr, Myers described his investigations into the diminu- 
tion of the calcium content of the blood, and suggested the use of 
calcium in treatment. He criticized the Freudian theories in regard 
to neurotic children. Much useful advice was given concerning 
the management of difficult children, and the treatment of the 
commonest symptoms found was dealt with in detail. 

The address was listened ‘to with keen interest, and several 
members took part in the after discussion. A hearty vote of 
thanks was accorded to Dr. Myers at the close of the meeting.

With regard to the 
treatment of ‘so-called functional cases a decision must be made 
if the patient was to be dealt with in the English way by winning 
his confidence or in the French way after the manner of Coué. 
Men were perhaps to be placed in the first category, and women in 
the wine The speaker went on to deal with the heart at 


" puberty and the menopause; a too strict reading of the cardiogram 


was deprecated in these and other functional cases. Harm was 
done to boys by interfering with their normal activities, although 
it might be necessary temporarily to modify slightly some of the 
more strenuous forms of exercise. Finally there was a great need 
for everyday simple psychological practice; harm might be done 
by ee ae in the cases just mentioned, however useful it 
might be in other types. 

n the discussion that followed Mr. Inman described the psycho- 
logical aspects of patients presenting themselves for ophthalmic 
examination; Dr, Beaton gave the views of the psycho-biologist, and 
Dr. Jeans those of the general practitioner. 

The most successful meeting was brought to a close with a vote 
of thanks to Sir Thomas Horder, proposed by Dr. Lyztz, and 
seconded by Mr. Ripovt. 


Wares anp MonmouTHsHire Brancu : Swansea Division. 
Tue session 1928-29 of the Swansea Division was inaugurated, at a 
largely attended meeting at the General Hospital on October 4th, 
by the chairman, Dr. A. F. 8. Stappen, giving an address on some 
cancer problems. 

Dr. Sladden, who was warmly welcomed on rising, gave a 
broad survey of the main cancer problems, and discussed the 
evidence of progress in various directions. He emphasized the 
improbability of any complete solution of the central problem of 
cancer until there was more exact knowledge available of cell life 
and growth. The influence of modern surgical methods, both in 
treatment and research, was stressed, and the great hopes held 
to-day of radium treatment were pointed out. Phe present posi- 
tion in research of the study of carcinogenic substances, of tissue 
culture, of immunity experiments, and of the enzyme and virus 
theories was outlined, and a special tribute paid to the brilliant 
applications of cinematography made by Canti, The unsatisfactory 

osition with regard to lead therapy and the difficulties which beset 
urther advances in early diagnosis were considered, and a short 
review of some statistical studies of cancer was given. Dr. Sladden 
drew attention to the many possible fallacies which had to be con- 
sidered before it could be taken as an axiom that the real incidence 
of cancer to-day was on the increase. A bare study of the 


Registrar-General’s returns of cancer deaths was not sufficient, 
He concluded with an appeal for the exercise of the greatest possible 
precision in diagnosis and in death certification. 

At the conclusion of a most valuable, instructive, and clear 
address a hearty vote of thanks was accorded to Dr. Sladden og 
the motion of Mr. W. F. Brook, seconded by Dr. L. FrReemay 
Marks. Several others spoke, including Dr. J. M. Morrts (presi. 
dent of the South Wales and Monmouthshire Branch), Drs. Daym 
E, Evans and H. R. Freperick (ex-chairmen), Dr. THomas Evaysg, 
M.O.H. (vice-chairman), Dr. Arsour SrepHens, Mr. Quick, and Dr, 
D. R. Epwarps.

Tue first meeting of the session of the Hastings Division took place 
at the Sackville Hotel, Bexhill-on-Sea, on October 9th, when the 
president, Dr. A. Murpocu, occupied the chair and delivered his 
presidential address on the daily round and its problems. The 
address was followed by an excellent discussion, many contre 
versial matters coming up for consideration. 


Yorxsuire Branch: WAKEFIELD, PONTEFRACT, AND CASTLEFORD 
Division. 

A MEETING of the Wakefield, Pontefract, and Castleford Division 
was held at ihe Strafford Arms Hotel, Wakefield, on October 11th, 
when Dr. H. Scnoterterp was in the chair. ; 

Professor E. MELLANBY gave an interesting and much appreciated 
discourse on recent experimental work in relation to diet, and 
more especially with regard to conditions found in Great Britain. 
He considered that Jaboratory work was well ahead of clinical 
applications, and described in some detail, with the aid of a 
lantern, the results’ of deficiency in vitamin D in the dict of dogs, 
with special reference to the bones and teeth. He emphasized t 
importance of vitamin D to the pregnant woman, nursing mother, 
and the young infant. He concluded that it was now established 
that radiation of foods lacking in vitamin D would render them 
antirachitic; that cereals actually interfered with the calcification 
of bone and good formation of the teeth; that oatmeal was one 
of the worst of ihe decalcifying cereals, and that the larger the 
quantity of the decalcifying substance that was taken the worse 
the resuliing condition would be; that the presence of vitamin D 
in the diet in quite small doses would antagonize this effect; that 
renal infantilism and fragilitas ossium did not improve on adequate 
dosage of vitamin D, but that Paget’s disease, on the other hand, 
was very definitely improved; that the regularity of the teeth a 
well as the formation and outward appearance were all affected by 
lack of this substance. Moreover, it had been found that if teeth 
were well formed they were definitely less liable to caries, and 
that caries could be actually healed by vitamin D. Professor 
Mellanby added that milk and egg yolk were among the best 
articles of diet to give a good supply of this vitamin, and that 
plenty of sunshine, when not spoilt by a smoke-laden atmosphere, 
also met the need. It was now known that vitamin A had received 
credit in the past for some of the properties. really due to D, 
and the most recent work tended to show that animals, when 
upon a diet lacking in A only, developed infections of different 
parts of the body, broncho-pneumonia being an important one. 
Professor Yellanby believed that it would be found that a regular 
small dose of cod-liver oil, which contained both vitamins, taken 
daily would not only assure good development of bone and teeth, 
but would definitely ‘help: in warding off various infections. He 
drew attention to the fact that it was impossible for malt 
cod-liver oil to contain more than 15 per cent. of oil, and he there 
fore advocated that where increased palatability was essentt 
good brands of emulsions which contained twice this quantity 


should be used.
